An o ld gentleman was walking 
with his granddaughter near a 
fo o tball field in a public park when 
the ball went o ut o f bo unds and 
the players came swarming o ver 
him, kno cking him do wn, breaking 
in arm and injuring the little girl. 


Ill Effects o f Game 


The danger to spectato rs may 
gro w so that the grandstand will 
o e mo ved a quarter o f a mile fro m 
the playing field and the game will 
have to be o bserved with bino cu­ 
lars. They will make just as much 
sense o ut o f it because never has 
there been evo lved a mo re bo ring 
o r stupider game. 
I have go ne to games with men 
who were stars as recently as 1930 
and o fficials until 1935 and when 
asked what such o r such a play o r 
penalty 
meant, they* said 
they 
didn’t kno w, but wo uld read abo ut 
it in the papers in the mo rning. 
The rule bo o k is so stuffed with 
penalties that it lo o ks like the En­ 
cyclo pedia Britannica. 
But, o f co urse, fo o tball hardens 
men so that they can stand any­ 
thing in after life. Oh, yes! Abo ut 
half o f o ne per cent o f any student

gets 
the

But think ho w fo r­ 
tunate they are. Listen! Fro m a 
Wyo ming newspaper fo r Oct. 16,
